None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests all the limitations recited in 
the claims. Specifically, none of the prior art of record teaches or suggests the system 
and method for operating a service provider to provide dynamic management of hosted 
services, wherein providing a plurality of servers allocated to a common administrative 
group for each of a plurality of accounts and configured to access software and data for 
said account; automatically monitoring said groups, and automatically and dynamically 
reallocating at least one server from a first administrative group to a second 
administration group in response to the automatic monitoring, including: setting 
initialization pointers for said at least one server to access said software and data 
unique to the customer account for the second administrative group as claimed and 
disclosed in the specification (see pages 15 to 21).
